It is' impossible to divorce from the 
public nilnd the impression that the 
definition of an intoxicating beverage 
as containing not more than one half 
of one per cent waa written by the 
fanatlca-1 drys In defiance .of the gen- 
eral experience of mankind and of 
actual fact. It seems to me that com- 
mon sense backed up by some good 
medlcan opinion can find a more sci- 
entific definition ot what constitutes 
an Intoxicating beverage. 


"Such a definition should be adopted 


by Congress as a. proper and reason- 
able amendm«nt of the Volstead act 
and a maximum 
alcoholic content' 


should be prescribed 
by 
Congress 


which would limit all states to the 
traffic in liquors which 
are In fact, 


non-intoxicating within the meaning of 
the 18th amendment. Subject to that 
limitation each state should thereafter 
•be left free to determine 
for itself 


what should constitute an intoxicating 
beverage. States which then wished to- 
limit traffic 
to beverages 
containing 


not more than one-half of one percent 
of alcohol would be free to do so and 
'those which desired to extend the traf- 
fic to the maximum limitation allowed 
by federal statute would be equally 
freevto do so."

In the one case, the manufacturer has 


'done a great part of the job; in the other 
he has left it all for the dealer to do. 


For many articles, national advertising 


creates an actual demand, so that all the 
dealer need do is to say, "You can buy it 
here." 
In other lines, the advertising 


identifies the product in the possible buy- 
ers mind, arouses his interest in it and 
establishes his confidence in the maker, 
upon which the dealer can cash in by his 
own selling" efforts.

But with unadvertised goods, the re- 


tailer must start from scratch. 


Retailers who favor nationally adver- 


tised lines believe in selling^what the pub- 
lic wants. They are a growing mass. 


Retailers who favor unadvertised lines 


believe in selling what they want the pub- 
lic to buy. They are a dwindling class. 


The ranks of these latter retailers are 


rapidly growing smaller because most of 
them'are learning that public confidence 
is the basis of successful selling; that quick' 
turnover is a shorter and surer road to 
profit than long discounts on slow-moving, 
dust-gathering goods; that even those-cus- 
tomers who appear to swallow their sell- 
ing talk on unadvertised merchandise 
have a discouraging way of not coming 
back for more. 


'Just the other day a paint and 'varnish 


dealer in California wrote to a manufac- 
turer in the Middle West whose name is 
known through 
national 
advertising 


wherever varnish is used, "We are discon- 
tinuing our other lines and hereafter will 
center our efforts upon (mentioning the 
'name of the maker's product) because the 
demand is for it." 


About the same time a printer in a 


northern Ohio city was telling his paper 
jobberihat thereafter he intended to stan- 
dardize on a certain nationally advertised 
make of bond paper because "everybody 
knows it, and it is so easyio sell." 


And a druggist- who carries packaged 


chocolates stated that he stocked only the 
nationally known makes, with the excep- 
tion of one make well known locally, be- 
cause all he had to do was hand out what 
the customer asked for: and take the 
money.

Ten years ago—yes, ;even five—the 


manufacturer's salesman who went around 
to the trade and talked about his firm's 
national advertising was likely to be met 
with the statement that it would be a lot 
better if his concern took the money it was 
putting into advertising and used it to en- 
large discounts to the trade. 


Today, the fact that he is a real national 


advertiser is a tremendous asset with the 
trade to any manufacturer, and his sales- 
man's portfolio of advertising is as impor- 
tant as—very frequently imore. important 
than—his sample case.

The cafeteria may promote good food at fair prices but it 


also promotes bad manners. A prominent educator fears that 
the self-serve lunch counters in the schools and business dis- 
tricts will finally destroy such vestiges of table manners as 
hurried America has thus far preserved. 


"All the emphasis of the cafeteria," said the teacher, "is for 


selfishness. It's a case of grab what you want without a 
thought for the other fellow. You don't have to show the 
slightest consideration for anybody else. 


-_ "You sit down alone to eat. You engage in no table amen- 
ities. Nobody asks you to pass the salt, and you do not ask 
anybody to pass the sugar. There is no such thing as cafeteria 
manners. 
I despair of the future of good manners in this 


country if the foreign-born form their ideas of American cus- 
toms in the cafeterias." 


Perhaps the teacher is a little over-anxious, yet there is a 


good deal in what she says. The self-serve lunch counter does 
tend to promote selfishness and carelessness. But it need not, 
if every self-server will only watch his" behavior as carefully as 
he does his tray.

A Bird Census. 


The Department of Agriculture is promoting' a bird census 


to be taken throughout the country during the month of June. 
Members of bird clubs and bird lovers generally are helping to 
secure the data. 


The migratory birds which aretnerely passing through any 


locality are not listed in these records. They are to include 
only pairs of birds staying throughout the summer and actually 
nesting. A tract of 40 to 60 acres of land, characteristic of- 
the region generally, is chosen for the survey. The observers 
count the numbers of nesting pairs of each species in their 
given area. Totals are turned in to the Department of Agri- 
culture directly or through some local bird association. 


Counting the birds may seem like frivolous business for 


busy Uncle Sam, but the importance of the feathered popufece 
to agriculture is coming to be understood more fully every 
year, and facts about bird habits become correspondingly more 
valuable. 


The census offers a field of usefulness as well as pleasant 


diversion for hunters of bird lore, and the census-taker will 
probably be surprised himself at the number and variety of 
summer colonists he will find among his feathered neighbors. 


Movies for Ford? 


Now it is vaguely rumored that Henry Ford has his eye on 


the movie industry. At the recent meeting of the Motion Pic- 
ture Theatre Owners' Association the election of new officers 
became a matter of hot contention. This was because a "Mich- 
igan situation" was thought to .exist, the basis of which was 
Henry Ford's alleged participation in the affairs of the con- 
vention through his own chosen emissaries. 


It has not been difficult to see the connecting link between 


Henry Ford's manufacture of automobiles and his acquisition 
of railroad lines, coal mines and water power projects. His 
anti-Semitic campaign and his unflattering opinion of history 
were a bit harder to understand. 


But the supposed craving for movie power is not quite in 


either class. It is supposed to be a part of the Ford presidential 
boom—now confidently expected. With most of .the movie 
screens at his command, the interesting maker of flivvers would 
have tremendous publicity power.
